tient Didn’t Know It Had 
Been Removed. 


Surgeons at City Hospital ampu- 
tated the leg of a 63-year-old man 
last Friday, using only ice for an 
anesthetic, hospital officials dis- 
closed today. The method proved 
so painless that the patient did 
not realize his leg had been re- 
moved until after the operation 
was over. : 

This is thought to have been the 
first major operation ever at-| 
tempted here in which the newly 
developed “‘cold technique” was em- 


ployed, hospital officials said. City 
Hospital surgeons plan to use ice 
in removing the leg of a 70-year-old 
woman tomorrow. 

The patient, Paul Pavlige, 1417A 
South Bight street, had lost his 
left leg previously, and rapidly- 
spreading gangrene developed in 
his right. leg, making amputation 
necessary at once. Physicians 
feared to give Pavlige a general 
anesthetic because of his physical 
condition. 

Surgeons resorted to the “cold 
technique” by placing the leg in 
ice, sprinkled with salt. The pa- 
tient’s leg was “cooled” by the 
brine to a temperature of five de- 
grees above zero. 

Physicians reported that Pavlige 
called for food short while after 
the operation, although he had 
almost no appetite for days.

BRITISH RELIEF OFFICE ROCKED

Ballistics Expert Believes Dyna- 
mite Time Bomb Caused

BOSTON, Sept. 15 (AP).—An 
explosion, which a police ballistics 
expert attributed to a dynamite

British Concede Casual- 
ties in Thrust — Silent

HEADQUARTERS OF UNITED 
STATES ARMY AIR FORCES IN 
THE MIDDLE EAST, Sept. 15 
(AP). — United States bombers, 
backing up the British assault on 
Tobruk, carried out “one of their 
most extensive operations” of the 
Middle Eastern campaign Sunday 
night, the United States air force 
command announced today. 

British accounts said the troop 
landings, naval bombardment and 
British and American bomber 
units inflicted heavy damage on 
enemy installations. 

The British naval force reached 
its Alexandria base yesterday, aft- 
er beating off waves of Axis dive 
bombers which followed it almost 
all the way from Tobruk, it was 
disclosed tonight. The warships 
steamed into port under an um- 
brella of long-range fighter planes. 

Both heavy and medium bomb- 
ers participated in the American 
attack, centered primarily on the 
Tobruk waterfront and airfield 
targets where the Axis defanses 
against the Commondos might be 
hardest | hit. 

“In Tobruk one particularly vio- 
lent explosion was caused a 
fires started which could be o 
served many miles,” the American 
communique said.

Officials Tell of Possible 


Isolated Forest Which

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 15 
(AP).—A foot-deep crater, appar- 
ently caused by an _ incendiary 
bomb, gave evidence today of what 
may have been the first aerial as- 
sault on United States home soil, 
a possible attempt to set fire to 
an isolated forest on the Southern 
Oregon coast. 

The Army’s Western - defense 
command, in a carefully worded 
communique, said that an uniden- 
tified, small seaplane of a type 
that might have been carried on 
a submarine was seen coming in- 
land just before dawn Sept. 9, and 
was heard roaring out to sea about 
half an hour later. 

Some time after the plane was 
seen circling t Mount Emily 
area nine milés northeast of 
Brookings, Ore., a fire was ob- 
served, and forestry patrols who 
extinguished the blaze found a 
crater and metal fragments which 
the Army said bore “markings of 


Japanese ideographs which may 


have been part of a code indicat- 
ing the arsenal where the bomb 
was manufactured.” 

Several hours after the appear- 
ance and disappearance of the sea- 
plane was reported, an Army pa- 
trol plane sighted and bombed a 
submarine 30 miles off the Oregon 
coast with “unobserved results.” 
Lieut. R. J. Runyon, area super- 
visor of the air raid warning sys- 
tem, said the plane was spotted on 
the filter center control board 
within seconds of its appearance 
over the coast, and observed: “It 
was an excellent test, and the sys- 
temt proved fully effective.” 
Forestry patrols reported the in- 
cendiary bomb left a crater about 
three feet in diameter and a foot 
deep. 

Howard (Razz) Gardner, Forest 
Service lookout, observed the plane 
from his post on Mount Emily and 
saw the fire break out. .

THIRD OF 7 WIVES 
OF CHARLES F. LUTZ 
AW ARDED $25,000 


Claim Based on Promissory 
Note for $15,000 She Says 
He Signed for 1933 Loan. 


Mrs. Amy Lutz Owen, third of 
the seven wives of the late Charles’ 
F. Lutz, was awarded $25,684.35 
in principal and interest from the 
estate of the retired decorator in 
a decision today by Probate Judge 
Glendy B. Arnold. 

The claim was based on a prom- 
issory note for $15,000 that Mrs. 
Owen said Lutz made to her June 
23, 1933, for her loan of that 
amount to aid his alimony pay- 
ments to a subsequent wife. The 
note was for 10 years’ duration, 
and called for 6 per cent interest, 
compounded annually. The inter- 
est amounts to $10,684.35. 
Following a hearing last June, 
Judge Arnold ruled that Mrs. 
Owen should collect the $15,000 
principal of the note from her for- 
mer husband's $97,584 estate, but 
reserved hig deciison on the inter- 
est. Attorneys for the estate said 
at that time they would appeal for 
a jury trial in Circuit Court. 

Lutz, who died in July, 1941, left 
his estate to his seventh wife, a 
sister and several charities. From 
the death in 1927 of his first wife, 
with whom he lived for 50 years, 
Lutz was in almost continual mari- 
tal difficulties until hig death at 
the age of 87.

Test Case Suggested. 

The ruling today was on a ré- 
quest by the Governor for an opin- 
ion as to his powers to authorize 
payment of a deficiency item and 
the authority of a subsequent Leg- 
islature to make an appropriation 
covering the payment.

_ Adoption of the proposed old age 
pension amendment to the State 
Constitution would cripple the 
State’s finances, probably without 
any great increase in the size of 
pension payments, and might lead 
to an increase in the State sales 
tax to a rate as high as 5 per cent, 
the Governmental Research Insti- 
tute reported today in an analysis 
of the proposal. 

The amendment, to be submitted 
to the voters of the State at the 
November election, provides for 
setting aside $29,000,000 each year, 
or $58,000,000 a biennium, out of 
the general revenue fund for old 
age assistance and aid to de- 
pendent children. It will appear 
as proposition No, 5 on the ballots. 

The Institute, a non-partisan, 
fact-finding agency supported by 
voluntary subscriptions of citizens, 
pointed out that the $58,000,000 bi- 
ennial appropriation is more than 
twice as much as the $24,500,000 
currently appropriated from State 
funds for old age assistance and 
aid to dependent children. 


pretation of exactly how the pro- 
posed amendment would affect the 
portion of State funds now allo- 
cated to public schools is lacking, 
the Institute, for the purpose of 
its analysis, assumed the amend- 
ment, if approved by voters, would 
have prior claim on receipts and 
the schools would receive one-third 
of the receipts remaining after the 
deduction -of $58,000,000 each bi- 
ennium, instead of one-third of the 
total receipts as they currently do. 

The Institute has estimated that 
about $102,403,649 will be available 
in the general revenue fund for 
1941-42 expenditures. With appro- 
priations and transfers made under 
the present constitution for the 
two years, it was estimated that 
$6,378,891 will remain in the fund 
on Jan. 1, 1943. 

However, if the proposed aménd- 
ment had been in effect for 1941-42, 
setting aside $58,000,000, the Insti- 
tute estimated the State would face 
a deficit of $7,787,775 in the general 
revenue fund on Jan. 1, 1943.

If the Director of 
Personnel has to go to the Board 
of Aldermen with every change in 
classifications, the aldermen will 
be running the civil service sys- 
tem. I mean no adverse reflection 
on the aldermen, but they are 
largely politicians, and interested 
in jobs.”

PEARL HARBOR, Sept. 15 
(AP).—The United States is near- 
ing the halfway mark in its fight 
to destroy the Japanese Navy's 
aircraft carrier strength, which is 
the most important immediate ob- 
jective of the war in the Pacific. 
It can now be reported that a 
small 7500-ton Japanese carrier 
first identified as the \Ryuzyo pos- 
sibly was sunk in the big battle 
between carriers off the Solomon 
Islands, Aug. 24.

Exemptions 


OTTAWA, Sept. 15 (AP).—Cana- 
dian and United States man power 
authorities today approved the 
continuation of professional sport 
in wartime but said that no spe- 


cial consideration would be given 
under mobilization regulations to 


| professional athletes. 


The decision was reached after 
National 


regulations. Today the following 
statement was issued simultan- 
eously at Ottawa and Washington: 

“While neither country (Canada 
or the United States) has any in- 
tention of granting exemption 
from military service to hockey 
players or other athletes, there is 
no objection to allowing any men 
who are not subject to military 
service to continue their profes- 
sional] athletic activities unless and 
until they are requested to engage 
in some non-military war duty.” . 

While this statement apparently 
leaves selective service officials 
free to direct professional hockey 
players, or other professional ath- 
letes, into other work if such ac- 
tion is deemed necessary in the 
future, the announcement from 
selective service headquarters here 
said: “In the meantime there would 
be nothing to hinder the National 
Hockey League from engaging in 
the winter schedule of interna- 
tional games.”

STIFF RESISTANCE 
BY AXIS DEFENDERS 


LONDON, Sept. 15 (AP).—A sea- 
borne British Army detachment, 
supported by light naval units and 
theavy. Royal Air Force squadrons, 
was reported by the Admiralty to- 
day to have struck a damaging 
blow Sunday night at Tobruk, Nazi 
Field Marshal Erwin Rommel’s 
key supply base in Libya. 

While this raid was executed 
against the rubble-littered port 75 
miles west of the Egyptian fron- 
tier, another light naval force 
“successfully bombarded enemy 
lines of communication in the El 
Daba area” about 20 miles behind 
the Axis front across the Egyptian 
desert, the Admiralty said. 

British losses were conceded in 
the withdrawal from Tobruk, but 
the action against El Daba was 
said to have been concluded with- 
out damage or casualties. 

“Our force landed in the face of 
strong opposition and inflicted cas- 
ualties and damage on thé enemy 
before retiring,” the Admiralty 
said of the Tobruk operation. 
“The withdrawal was not carried 
out without losses which, in view 
of the strength of the defenses, 
were to be expected.” 

The Admiralty made no com- 
ment on Italian communiques 
claiming that four British destroy- 
ers, a cruiser and several patrol 
boats were sunk during and after 
the eperation and a light cruiser 
was damaged. 

A Cairo communique, however, 
inferentially discounted today’s 
Italian communique claiming that 
bombing and torpedo planes, in 
pursuing the expedition, sank the 
cruiser. The Cairo announcement 
said long-range British fighters 
forced these large formations of 
enemy planes to jettison their 
bombs. 

In today’s Rome communique, 
Italian troops were given most of 
the credit for the Axis defense of 
the port. After reporting that the 
San Marco marine battalion had 
particularly distinguished itself, 
the Italians acknowledged that it 
was “later supported by German 
troops in the fighting.” 

“Within five hours’ time we 
Italians were masters of the situa- 
tion,” the communique boasted. 
“All the British forces were annihi- 
lated or destroyed.” British casu- 
alties were said to total several 
hundred. 

The Italians said 576 British 
prisoners were taken, including 34 
officers, and that a large amount 
of British equipment was captured. 

British sources declined to com- 
ment on Italian reports that para- 
chutists were used by the British 


in the raid. 


STOP GROPING, 
GET IN, PUSH, TO 
WIN SAYS EREW 


Japanese — No Mercy, 
‘War Is Played for 
Keeps,’ Ex-Envoy 
Tokyo Warns. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Sept. 15 
(AP).— Former Ambassador Jo- 
seph C. Grew, asserting that “the 
ruthless will which ig driving the 
Japanese nation toward conquest 
knows neither gentleness nor 
mercy,” called on America last 
night to “stop. groping” and to 
realize that this war “is the real 
thing, played for keeps” 

“Today we face the greatest task 
in history,” said Grew, in ad- 
dressing employes of the Reming- 
ton Arms Co, plant here at a din- 
ner marking presentation of the 
Army-Navy “E.” 

“An easy transformation ig not 
enough. Our effort must be an 
extraordinary one—one which ex- 
ceeds anything that we have un- 
dertaken heretofore. . , . This is 
war to the finish. 

“The Japanese understand this— 
peasants as well as admirals and 
generals. They have gambled ev- 
erything on their belief that we 
are too soft, too divided among 
ourselves, to stand before the fury 
of their attack—indeed, a furious 
attack.” 

The former Ambassador com- 
pared this nation to a football 
team playing against the scrubs, 
and added that “the punch, the 
determined plunge that brings vic- 
tory” was absent. 

“It is up to each one of us, to 
every American, to see the picture 
as a whole, to realize that we are 
fighting for our individual and na- 
tional existence and for everything 
that each one of us holds dear, to 
gain from that realization inspira- 
tion, zeal, courage, and determina- 
tion to harness all our energies 
into a tremendous effort, an 
epochal effort that will make‘ our 
victory sure.” 

Grew said that the men and 
women at the front could handle 
anything the Japanese could send 
against them “if each and every 
one of us—you and I-—gives them 
his utmost support.” 

“This is our task—the task of 
our own great country and of our 
allies of the United Nations. Let 
us stop groping. It is a task in 
which you, employers and workers 
of America, have an immense part, 
a vital part to play. Play it well. 
If you fail—please mark my words 
—you pass into slavery and all 
America passes into slavery with 
you.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP- 
The War Labor Board had before 
it today for decision the first panel 
recommendation for a union shop 
since maintenance of membership 
was molded as the wartime for- 

mula for settling union security 
disputes. 

The case involves the Wilson- 
Jones company, which employs 850 
workers in Chicago and 350 in Eliz- 
abeth, N. J., in the manufacture of 
stationery and other office supplies. 
The union is the CIO United Pa- 
per, Novelty and Toy Workers’ In- 
ternational Union. 

The controversy differs from 
most others before the board in 
that the company and its workers 
previously had a union shop con- 
tract. It was terminated in May, 
1941, and there was a strike, then 
a truce which did not explicitly in- 

clude the union shop, further futile 
negotiations, a short strike last 
spring, and finally certification to 
the War Labor Board. 

The panel split, 2 to 1, the in- 
dustry member supporting the com- 
pany’s opposition to signing anoth- 
er union shop contract. Dr. Harry 
Shulman, Yale law professor and 
public member of the panel, wrote 
the recommendations in behalf of 
himself and the labor member. He 
said: 

“The issue in this case is not 
whether the board should direct 
the company to accept a union shop 
provision in place of an open shop. 
The issue is rather whether the 
board should direct the union to 
relinquish the union shop provision 
of its last contract with the com- 
DANY. « « » 

“The maintenance of membership 
clause is a device for freezing the 
open shop during the emergency, so 
far as board orders are concerned, 
where the open shop prevailed be- 
fore the emergency. Thus the 
unions are prevented from taking 
advantage of the crisis in order to 
achieve the union or closed shop 
and to threaten production for that

N your Sunday editorial, “Scotch vs. 

Goat’s Milk,” you solve very simply a 
problem that has vexed the finest states- 
men of the past century. You suggest 
that Churchill, fortified: by a bottle of 
whisky, and Gandhi, with a beaker of 
goat's milk, sit down and settle the In- 
dian question. As easy as that! 

You speak of Gandhi as a martyr suf- 
fering in his palatial jail because of his 
fight for freedom, Freedom for whom, 
may I ask?

Gandhi is first, last and always a Hindu, 
a high-caste Brahmin. He travels about 
in a big white English Rolls-Royce while 
exhorting his fellow-countrymen to re- 
turn to their ox carts. 
3 England may have made many mis- 
takes in its dealings with India. But 
since 1858, England has been leading 
India step by step toward complete in- 
dependence. following the evolutionary 
system as England has with all its pos- 
sessions. The native states have always 
governed themselves. 

Gandhi is a powerful figure in India 
today. He is far from being a chocolate- 
colored Mickey Mouse. Ridicule of an 
enemy is always dangerous. It is a 
weapon that backfires. But it is equally 
dangerous to deify an astute politician 
as a Second Christ; dangerous, too, to 
call his’voice the voice of all India.

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| designed to undermine the powers of the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission,’the Board of Aldermen yesterday 
slapped the people of St. Louis in the face. 

The Aldermen’s decision ig such an insolent af- 
front because, if it should happen to prevail, it would 
reverse the whole mandate of the people, expressed 
in the special election of a year ago tomorrow, for 
establishment of an ifonclad, politician-proof civil 
service system, to abolish for all time the spoils 
methods which had caused discrimination, waste 
and inefficiency in the city government for years. 
It was to ingure that the spoils system would not 
come creeping back that the Charter amendment, 
approved 73,035 to 43,747 by the voters, was care- 
fully drawn to create a Civil Service Commission 
| which should be free from all political interference. 
The commission’s status as an independent body 
was upheld by the State Supreme Court when it 
approved the amendment less than two months ago. 
Now, however, the Aldermen have the audacity 
to enact, by unanimous vote, a measure that would 
subject to their approval the commission’s acts in 
classifying city jobs and fixing salaries. They com- 
pound their .offense by enacting another measure 
reducing the salary of the new Personnel Director, 
R. Elliott Scearce, to $6500 from the $8000 mutually 
agreed upon by him and the commission when he 
accepted the post. 

So the politicians of the board, Republican and 
Democratic alike, are trying at the eleventh hour 
to wreck this major municipal reform. Only one 
member, William J. Warnick (Dem.) of the Twenty- 
eighth Ward, was public-spirited enough to vote 
against the salary cuts. Only Warnick voted against 
going back on an official municipal body's word 
given in hiring the new Personnel Director. 

The Board of Estimate and Apportionment ap- 
proved these murderous amendments, but only as a 
temporary step, it is explained, for the sake of 
completing action on the bill within the year’s time 
limit which expires at midnight tonight. Now that 
this legal formality has been completed, the public 
will expect Mayor Becker and other progressive city 
officials to join in the legal fight to have the 
Aldermen’s action set aside, and save the new com- 
mission from shrinking to the subservient status 
of the old Efficiency Board, which it supplants. 

Obviously, such shenanigans cannot be tolerated 
if the city is to have a civil service system worthy 
of the name. If politically elected Aldermen can 
interfere with the decisions of a theoretically inde- 
pendent body, then the setup will be nothing less 
than a slightly modified spoils system. That cer- 
tainly is not what the people voted for last Sept. 16. 
They voted to throw out the old methods in toto, 
and to replace them with a decent system of appoint- 
ments for merit only. 

Since both the law and the popular will are on 
the Civil Service Commission's side, the only explana- 
tion of the vote ig that it is the last desperate effort 
of spoils-hungry politicians to cling to their special 
privileges. It is inconceivable that they will get 
away with it. . 


TIP TO CONGRESSMEN. 

Clare Boothe Luce has won the Republican con- 
gressional nomination in her Connecticut district. If 
some of the straws-in-the-wind are blowing in the 
right direction, she may well win the job and add 
law-making to the various enterprises. she has sam- 
pled in a very active career. 

Until she made that speech urging American moth- 
ers to have more babies in the face of a baby carriage 
shortage, we were sure that she would be of more 
value in Washington than some of the men now 
‘sporting shoestring neckties and William Jennings 
Bryan hats. As a matter of fact, we are still in- 
clined to favor her over some of them. It’s only 
that our faith hag been shaken a Dit. 

But about one thing we are sure: Any time some 
of the members of Congress feel inclined to let down 
their hair if and after Mrs. Luce hits Washington, 
they had better lock the door and plug the key-hole, 
After the expose of her own sex (or, at least, its 
gaudier members) that she put on the stage in her 
play, “The Women,” Congressmen had better be on 
their guard. They are vulnerable and to the Lady 
from Connecticut nothing is sacred. 
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MODEST SUM FOR A VALUABLE COMMITTEE. 

Senator Truman’s request for an appropriation of 
$100,000 to continue his special national defense in- 
vestigating committee is an appeal which is modest 
enough. Indeed, when it is set against the literally 
fabulous sums which have been voted the Dies Com- 
mittee over the years, it becomes no expense at all. 
The Senate should waste no time in passing the 
Missourian’s resolution and the Truman Committee 
should continue its vital war work with no thought 
whatever of interruption. 
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MR. McKITTRICK AND THE HOT POTATO. 
There are several ways of handling a hot potato— 
hold it firmly and let it burn the palm; juggle it 
to suffer a minimum of injury; drop it. Attorney- 
General McKittrick, in deciding not to appeal a cer- 
tain celebrated decision of the Missouri Supreme 
Court, dropped the hot potato. 

The celebrated case was the court’s decision of 
last May 5 in the fire insurance case, in which the 
court voted 5 to 2 that the State could not recover 
$289,789 from the Central Missouri Trust Co. of Jef- 
ferson City. This amount had been disbursed to 
various hangers-on of the Cole County Circuit Court 
from an impounded fund, and had been paid out 
for questionable or non-existent services. 

That was the occasion for a blistering dissent by 
the tHen Chief Justice of the court, Ernest 8. Gantt. 
Judge Gantt’s view of the action of the court’s ma- 
jority was that they had decided the case contrary 
both to the law and to the facts, and his comments 
were 80 severe that four members of the court voted 
to suppress them. In refusing to spread their own 
Chief Justice’s opinion upon the court records, the 
four members did something unprecedented in Amer- 
ican jurisprudence. . 

In protest, Judge Gantt, a distinguished member 
of the court for many years, resigned as Chief Jus- 
tice and has since absented himself from the court’s 
deliberations. 

It was up to McKittrick to say whether or not 
the decision should be appealed to the United States 
Supreme Court, and now, after months of sober re- 
flection and close study of the precedents, McKit- 
trick decides to let the case end. 

Some interesting possibilities are thus neatly 
avoided. One is the possibility that Judge Gantt's 
view of the case—and his view was shared by Judge | 
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Hays, as well as by Commissioners 
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‘Court to make the suppressed dissent of Judge 
Gantt a part of the public record,

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A PRACTICAL WAGE-PRICE BILL. 
Senator Wagner of New York and Senator Brown 
of Michigan yesterday offered a bill giving the 


which. he held mandatory in his Labor day speech: 

The measure, if passed, would authorize Mr. Roose- 
velt, broadly speaking, to stabilize wages at their 
Aug. 15 levels and to. freeze farm prices just about 
where they now stand. Specifically, it would em- 
power him to set aside the 110 per cent of parity 
clause now in the price control law, and to stop 
farm price increases at 100 per cent of parity or. 
at the highest point they have reached this year, 
(The average is now at the 101 per cent mark.) 

The Senators could have proposed direct action 
by Congress, but the result might have been a very 
rigid law which made no exception for wages and 
prices out of line with the prevailing standard, or 
a very complicated measure which sought to cope 
with each and every price and with each and every 
wage scale. 

The establishment of anti-inflationary ceilings 
is an administrative problem, and Wagner and Brown 
recognized that it can be dealt with best by admin- 
istrative methods. Thus, their proposal would safe- | 
guard the minimum standards of the wage-hour 
law and make it possible to bring sub-standard 
wages, where they may still prevail, up to a gener- 
ally accepted decency standard. It also would make 
possible the free operation of market forces on such 
farm prices as are still below the parity level. In 
short, it would enable the President to say: “Thus 
far, and no farther.” 

While Mr. Roosevelt has indicated that the bill 
is “just what he wants,” it ought to be noted that 
it does not provide for “floors” under either wages 
or prices, Needless to say, there is no immediate 
need for these. The trend is all the other way. 
Further, Congress can be counted on not to overlook 


However, it is to be hoped that no time will be 
wasted in attempting to write these into the Wag- 
ner-Brown bill. The immediate need is a check 
on the rising wage-price spiral, The President said 
that action must be taken before Oct. 1, and Congress 
should not forget his warning. 
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THE REAL QUESTION?

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MAINE—THERE SHE STANDS. 

The Republicans have swept Maine as usual, win- 
ning this time the governorship, a senatorship and 
three seats in the national House. Since the old 
saw, “As goes Maine so goes the Union,” has been 
pretty well debunked in recent years, the September 
returns from the Pine Tree State are not read as 
the certain barometer which they were once thought 
to be. In 1932, Maine voted in September the way 
the country did in November, but in 1936 and 1940, 
it failed to forecast President Roosevelt's re-election 
to second and third terms. 

If the Maine returns provide any information at 
all for the rest of the country, it is in the size 
of the Republican majorities. Yesterday Republi- 
can Senator Wallace H. White, running for his 
third term, won by the landslide ratio of 2 to 1 over 
his Democratic opponent. Two years ago, the Re- 
publican senatorial nominee, Ralph O. Brewster, won 
by the narrower margin of 3 to 2, In 1936, when 
Senator White ran for his second term, he beat 
out the then Democratic Governor, Louis J. Brann, 
by dnly 5000 votes. And in 1934, the year of former 
Senator Frederick Hale’s last re-election, the Repub- 
lican candidate for the Senate won by the hairline 
edge of a mere 1200 votes. 

The one thing that is certain from the 1942 Maine 
election is confirmation of the returns of the last 
several elections. Maine -went off on a spree when 
it elected a Democratic Governor and two Demo- 
cratic Congressmen in 1932. That spree continued 
through the election of 1934. Since then, Maine 
has walked the straight and narrow Republican 
path. It walked on yesterday at a brisk pace.

men, providing he is at all efficient 
at his job, which might seem con- 
tradictory. He greatly improves 
the soldier’s discipline and yet in 
many respects his functions tend 
to democratize the whole Army 
setup. 

Soviet leaders, beginning notably 
with Premier Stalin, place the 
greatest importance upon the work 
of the military commissars. They 
see the entire masonry of Russia’s 
wall of resistance cemented by the 
Red Army’s commissars. The 
commissar is the soul of his regi- 
ment or unit and if the commissar 
fails, no official will be removed 
with greater ruthlessness. 

It was no accident that the 
army’s official daily, Red Star, 
published a long article on Aug. 9 
on “an incessant fighting political 
work.” The article dealt most re- 
alistically with the commissar’s: 
task of building morale in the 
army—even in the midst of battle 
while under fire. It is not enough, 
said Red Star, for the commissars 
to intervene where somebody fails 
to carry out an order. It is their 
job “first of all to prevent any 
possibility of such cases.” 


Commander’s ‘Backstop.’ 

The role ‘of the commissar, in- 
stead of conflicting with that of 
the Russian military commanders, 
has in most cases become remark- 
ably supplementary to the work of 
Coloner, Major or Captain, as the 
case may be. The commissar 
“backstops” the military officer in 
hundreds of ways, while he is sup- 
posed to be, and almost invariably 
is, much more specialized for in- 
spirational talks of all kinds — 
whether pep talks, political talks 
or discussions on war aims. 

You can see what a tremendous 
lot Russian commissars can do 
and some 95 per cent of the time 
they really do, by the nature of 
the following passage from Red 
Star: 

“If a soldier gets in a difficult 
situation, it is necessary to give 
him advice in time; to explain to 
him the essences of his mistakes 
if he is wrong; to launch slogans 
which can immediately inspire the 
soldiers; to increase the strength 
of those who are tired; to make 
the hearts of men burn with even 
greater hatred of the enemy and 
inspire them to new exploits.” 
Fixing “Armor” Chinks. 

As you read these specific in- 
stances it may be prudent to ask 
yourself how far and how care- 
fully these precise functions are 
provided for and developed inside 
the American or British Army to- 
day. Does every American and 
British officer understand that he 
must do these things? Or are 
many such tasks left in an indefi- 
nite shadowland where everything 
depends upon.the individual ardor, 
initiative and tact ‘of the individ- 
ual officer. In this Russian Army 
it is the small chinks in the sol- 
dier’s armor which are forever 
being concentrated upon; the spir- 
itual chinks as well as military 
chinks—and by specialists who 
have this as their chief full-time 
job. 
Red Star continues signifitantly: 


War Commissars’ Building 


Of Morale Helps, Says Stowe 


“The Commissar must never 
dodge an answer to any question 
raised by the men, however: acute 
these questions may be. Claims 
that there is no time during the 
battle to take care of every man 
separately are without foundation. 
The commissar who is unable to 
find the possibility for this in the 
process of battle is a bad com- 
missar.” 

As regards defeatists, cowards, 
panic-mongers, Red Star says 
that an iron hand must be used 
unsparingly, “but sometimes there 
are people who need to be helped 
in time and then they will be able 
to overcome their momentary 
weakness, The commissar must 
seek out such people and have 
them always under his eyes. 

“Sometimes it is sufficient to 
speak some cheering words to a 
soldier. In another case it is good 
to put the man nearer to you to 
raise his spirit by your own ex- 
ample; to point out other com- 
rades who have it very hard but 
are still holding valiantly and 
fighting stubbornly. A deep knowl- 
edge of the men of his regiment 
or unit, the understanding of their 
moods—this is the first require- 
ment of every commissar.” 


System That Works. 

Since battles first were fought, 
these have been the ways to crys- 
talize soldiers’ morale and build 
their fighting efficiency. It is the 
Red Army’s commissar method and 
the extreme personal responsibili- 
ty placed upon the commissars 
which is new. And 15 months of 
the most terrifically concentrated 
warfare of all wars has shown the 
system works. In the opinion of 
certain expert observers, the com- 
missar system “has reached the 
equilibrium where it serves the 
most useful and _ indispensable 
purpose in the: Russian Army.” 

The important thing about the 
commissar system is that it is a 
highly selective system, and a selec- 
tive system is almost bound to bring 
the best men to the top. It is 
equally true that when the best 
qualified men have been given po- 
sitions of great responsibility in 
any army, they prove to be men 
who perform prodigies of valor. 
This means leadership. And, con- 
trary to what a great many per- 
sons outside Russia predicted, the 
war commissars seem to have giv- 
en the Red Army a great and in- 
estimable wealth in combat. lead- 
ership—this in addition to demon- 
stratedly high professional army 
leadership. 

You cannot spend even a few 
months studying military develop- 
ments in wartime Russia without 
seeing repeated evidence of the 
enormous role which the Red 
Army’s war commissars have 
played and are playing daily in 
Russia’s amazing fight. The com- 
missar system probably could not 
be transplanted, as it exists here, 
directly into other Allied armies. 
Nevertheless, what the commissars 
accomplish in heightened morale 
and increased military efficiency 
offers lessons of great pertinency 
which neither the American and 
British high commands, nor any 
patriotic Allied officer, can afford 
to ignore. ;

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pedo planes there is an extra seat 
for an observer. 

The fighter plane pilots are cut- 
ting cards for the privilege of 
making the first attack. Losers 
are €onsoled by the likelihood of 
seeing action later tomorrow. 

Usually at this time of day of- 
ficers and enlisted men are play- 
ing softball and touch football on 
the expansive flight deck, but 
there’s no time for it this eve- 
ning. Everybody is too busy or 
preoccupied, 

There are only a few pilots in 
the officers’ ward room when I 
go in for “dinner”’—a sandwich 
and a cup of chocolate. The pilots 
are all turning in early. 

For days they. have been study- 
ing attack plans and poring over 
maps and learning their detailed 
assignments. Fighters know where 
to strafe. Dive bombers have pin- 
point targets. There is no need 
for final fight talk. 

Briefly the set up is this: 

We are to attack and occupy 
several islands in the southeastern 
part of the Solomons where Japan 
has been building a strong offen- 
sive base. Our objectives are the 
shore of Guadalcanal, and the 
small islands of Tulagi, Gavutu, 
Tanambogo and Mocambo which 
are clustered off the shore of Flor- 
ida Island, 20 miles north of 
Guadalcanal. 

Our first objective is to knock 
out the enemy’s airpower. After 
that, our warships will shell the 
beaches and Marines will land 
under cover of aerial bombing and 
strafing of defending forces. 

For a final breath of air I go 
into the gun gallery off the flight 
deck. Except for those on watch, 
the Marine guncrews are sleeping 
on the deck with their ‘lifejackets 
for pillows. The sky is clearing 
and a number of stars, including 
the Southern Cross, are visible. 

Underneath the Marines’ guns, | 
some good advice for gunners to 
use against attacking planes is 
stenciled in white paint. The top 
line says: | 

“Lead with your bullets, not! 
with your chins.” 

Underneath is a verse: 

“Shoot him in the rudder | 

“And you only make him shud- 
der, 

“Shoot him in the prop

of the patients I see every 

day is that they are always 
weak and tired, and full of pain, 
and always getting sick in one way 
or another. Many have been op- 
erated on several times, and still 
aren't weil.” 

So writes my friend Dr. Alvarez, 
of the Mayo Clinic, about the group 
of people he says have constitu- 
tional inadequacy. He says they 
are getting a raw deal from the 
medical profession. 

Over and over again they go to 
some medical institution to have a 
“thorough overhauling,” and always 
a consultant finds some little de- 
fect that he views with alarm and 
has fixed, and the poor victim 
thinks he or she is going to get 
better, but never does. 

Favorite diagnoses on such peo- 
ple just now are colitis, spastic 
colon, chronic appendicitis, mild 
endocrine gland disorder, low blood 
calcium, vitamin deficiency, and 
low blood pressure. 

The fact is that some people are 
put together in a way that makes 
them constitutionally inadequate 
to take the hard knocks and do 
the hard work of the world. Their 
muscles are thin and weak. Their 
digestion is under par. Their ab- 
dominal organs are dropped. The 
muscles of the bowel -_ weak,

THEY TAKE COLD and get 
other infections easily. Physicians 
should recognize this more fre- 
quently, Dr. Alvarez thinks, and 
tell these people frankly they are 
never going to be “cured” in the 
sense that they will have bloom- 
ing health. Their fundamental con- 
dition is ineradicable and they 
should adjust their lives to a lower 
level of energy expenditure, 

In most cases the doctor should 
be able to recognize these patients 
on their appearance. Certainly 
after listening to their story. 
They are chronically fatigued, 
they have had much disability, 
much treatment, they are under 
weight, the muscles are thin, they 
sag in some degree or other. 

At other times it is not so evi- 
dent—when the patient is a big, 
well-muscled man, or a straight, 
fine-looking woman. But then the 
history makes things clear—fre- 
quent severe disablements after 
every little infection, accident or 
emotional crisis. “Dad may. look 
big and strong, but let him get a 
pimple on the nose and he'll be 
laid up for two weeks.”

AS TO TREATMENT, Dr. Al- 


varez believes that they should be 
told frankly that no spectacular 
treatment is going to make a 
“husky” of such a person. There 
is a kind of prejudice against such 
frankness on the grounds that it 
discourages them. My experience, 
however, is that it really is a re- 
lief—and that they get what 
amounts to a cure by adjusting 
their lives to their body’s capacity. 
Many of them have done great 
work in the world—Darwin 
a typical example. He could only 
work an hour or more a day, a trip 
to London would upset him for a 
week, yet he lived to be 73. 
Certainly much of their trouble 
comes from emotional upsets and 
these the physician must help them 
to control—they get into fusses 
with street car conductors, clerks 
in stores, relatives.

N preparation for the meatless 
days to come, we visited a veg- 
etarian restaurant the other 
night. It is a gay little place, dec- 
orated with large pictures /of such 
vegetarians as Bernard Shaw and 


Mahatma’ Gandhi. The one of 
Shaw, which hits you in the eye as 
you enter the restaurant, shows 
the satirical Britisher eyeing a 
plate of broccoli, and the one of 
Gandhi shows India’s best dressed 
man smacking his lips and loosen- 
ing his loin cloth belt in anticipa- 
tion of a six-course meal of goat’s 
milk, goat’s milk, goat’s milk and 
some more goat’s milk. 

The restaurant’s menu features 
all sorts of imitation cuts of meat, 
One of the most popylar dishes, 
the proprietor told us, is a spinach 
sirloin, and he suggested that we 
try one. In this dish, it was pa- 
tiently explained, the best cuts of 
spinach (they come from Kansas 
City, we believe) are molded into 
the shape of a sirloin, broiled over 
charcoal, dressed up with dashes 
of sauce, and served on a sizzling 
platter. 

So we ordered one. 
rare one. 

“You won't be able to tell it from 
the finest cut of western beef,” 
the owner said. 

He would have been dead right 
if we had not been blessed with 
such normal human attributes as 
sight, taste buds, teeth, palate and 
stomach. The first bite of it had 
the same effect on us that the 
sight of Livingstone lolling in a 
hammock had on Stanley. On see- 
ing Livingstone, the books say,

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That is exactly what we did on 
tasting the medium rare spinach 
sirloin. It didn’t even taste like 
spinach. The aging process (the 
spinach is hung two weeks, we un- 
derstand, although the chef is the 
one that should have been given 
the treatment) had robbed the 
spinach of what little flavor it had 
ever had. It now had taken on 
the qualities of a hearth broom, 
and as it traveled down the little 
road to my stomach all the things 
it encountered cried, “Uncle.” 

Our companion was so startled 
that he stopped his fork in mid- 
air and escaped taking a bite of 
his ersatz lamb stew that he had 
ordered on the suggestion of the 
waiter, a fellow, by the way, who 
bore a marked resemblance to the 
Borgia family.

we said. We figured there was no 
use in both of us having to order 
a doctor.

CARLETT O'HARA is back, 
with a corn knife in her hand. 
Rhett Butler, the fascinating 
devil, is among us again with the 
same old sneer on his face. They 
have changed their names. Scar- 
lett is now America Moncure and 


Rhett is Fant Annable. They are 
in a book called “Drivin' Woman,” 
written by Elizabeth Pickett 
Chevalier, who comes from Tucka- 
hoe Ridge, Kentucky, published .by 
‘the Macmillan Company, New 
York, and to be filmed by Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer. The noise that 
you hear is made by the bush- 
beaters who are trying to make 
“Drivin’ Woman” another “Gone 
With the Wind.” They haven't 
made it yet, but they may. 

The leading best sellers are 
bunched in the stretch. “Drivin’ 
Woman” is in there, but #6 far, 
except for a.flashing moment or 
two, she hasn’t been out in front. 
Most of the time she has been 
second, third of fourth, taking the 
dust of “And Now Tomorrow” and 
“Song of Bernadette” and “King’s 
Row”’—nags like those. But she 
is still going strong, and from 
where we sit it looks like she is 
gaining a little.

tricks on the spot and the assur- 
ance of eventually getting a spade 
trick, but West was not second- 
sighted and made the more attrac- 
tive lead of the spade jack. De- 
clarer saw nothing to lose by put- 
ting up dummy’s queen. Hast cov- 
ered and the ace won. Now, after 
drawing trumps and analyzing 
that the only chance to fulfill the 
contract was to find the heart ace 
on side, declarer led = low heart 
toward dummy. Unfortunately, the 
king was smothered by East and, 
on a spade return, West collected 
@ spade and a heart trick. 


Declarer should have known the 
location of the spade king, and 
that knowledge sufficed to insure 
the contract. An opening leader 
(West, in this case) does not lead 
away from a K-J-10 combination 
against such bidding as was pro- 
duced by North and South. Hence 
it was 50 to 1 or more that the 
spade king lay in East’s hand, 
On that supremely logical infer- 
ence, declarer should have played 
as follows: 


The spade queen is not played at 
the first trick. Declarer takes 
West's jack with the ace, lays 
down the diamond ace and the 
A-K of clubs, then overtakes a 
diamond to ruff a club. Another 
diamond is led to dummy and the 
last club is ruffed. Now declarer’s 
low spade is led. East is forced in 
with the king and must maké a re- 
turn ruinous to’ his own side. If 
he leads back a spade, declarer 
ruffs while discarding a heart from 
dummy, and concedes only the 
heart king. If East- chooses to re- 
turn a heart, the location of the 
heart ace becomes inconsequential, 
since ddummy’s king must take 
the fulfilling trick.
